Those webs should 
bo destroyed by fire, for if they aro 
nlmply cut from tho tree nnd loft on tha 
ground the caterpillars will emerge und 
no benefit will result from tho work 
which has been dono. 


In orchard practice It Is sometimes In- 


advisable lo cut tho v/lnter webs, for 
where nn Infestation Is bad It Is likely 
to leave a poorly shaped tree. Spray- 
ing in tho spring IH not n sullafnclory 
remedy unless tho Infestation Is very 
light, because the caterpillars, when 
they occur In large numbers, do not al- 
low the trco to put out sufficient follngo 
to hold tho snray mnlcrlal. Tho most 
effective method Is to spray tho trees 
before tho middle of August, using from 
G to 10 pounds of nrecnnto of lead to 100 
gallons of water. 
Reforo spraying 


operations of this sort arc attempted 
carp should bo taken to determine 
whether the trees ore well Infested with 
egg masses of Iho brown-tall moth, for 
if tho infestation Is very slight it will IM 
moro satisfactory to cut and destroy tho 
wobs.

EAKI.Y SPRAYING SOUKTIMKS USBKUI,. 


Enrly spraying in orchards will bo 


found useful if only a few egg cluaton 
are present. 
Tho most effective spray 


for the Gi[)3y moth is nrsonato of lend 
paste applied to the foliage at the rate 
of 10 pounds to 100 g.dlon* of w.itcr. 


It is necessary tint tho treatment bo 


thorough and the application even, If 
best results arc to bo fcctircd. For 
small operations the ordinary orchard 
sprayer may be used with one or more 
lines of hose equipped with nozzles of 
the Vcrmorel or liordcaux typo. 
!n 


case large shade trees on valuable park 
or woodland aro to be treated, however, 
tho use of a high-power sprayer is 
more economical The new bulletin de- 
scribes satisfactory types of -sprayers. 


In case the infestation is more se- 


rious, a aecond spraying early in June 
will be found very satisfactory. In 
case where tho infc-itntion is severe, 
tho egg clusters should be treated now 
before spring with the creosote mix- 
ture and this treatment should be fol- 
lowed by 
thorough spraying in the 


spring. Thoroughness Is a prime es- 
sential if prompt results are to be se- 
cured. 


The new bulletin also recommends 


the use of the tangle-foot band, which 
may be applied to the tree trunks after 
tho bark has been scraped so that the 
sticky material can bo applied evenly. 
This method of treatment is described 
in detail in the bulletin. It also ad- 
vices that in badly Infested orchards 
thecrcosote mixture and the spray be 
followed up by the tanglefoot band. 


Orchard infestations can be man- 


aged by following up these method*, 
and it will not require much additional 
expense or a great deal of extra work 
to protect the trees.

Just a'wor<l of description, quoted 


from Mr. George C. Mason a Cominum- 
nation lo llio "Atiifcirlclin Architect." 


Tho ehurch, when purchased by tlio 


Historical Society, wus found to lie 
rapidly falling to decay, through long 
neglect .and tho action of tho elements. 
A most thorough restoration became- 
necessary, in the course of which por- 
tions of thq work wore entirely replavcd 
with new, thd character and ancient de- 
tail lelng scrupulously adhered to. 


Tho Seventh-Day Baptist mooting- 


liouso. or church, as it is more gcncrAlfy 
atylctl, has a histpry of die hundred and 
fifty-five years, having been erected in 
1720. It demand.? more than a passing 
notice from tho student of colonial ar- 
cliilecture, for its venerable and sacred 
associations. Its structural anddccora- 
tiyb features arc thoroughly in unison 
^yith tho'best building'uractico of Iho 
second period of colonial architecture. 


Tho anterior of tho church ist of tha 


most sovoro and bam-like- character; 
with twarowsof windows haying plank 
frames, and with a shallow cornice, 
made up of a gutter ami bed-mould, the 
latter mitreihg around Iho heads of gal- 
lery window framea. 
Tho entrance 


door has no features worthy o£ notice, 
and thtr&teps are of Connecticut brown- 
stone, the usual materialised for that 
purpose in colonial work. 


Tho great part of the inaidc finish Is 


made of. red cedar, painted white. All. 
tho members were wrought by hand, 
and tho amount of curvctl and moulded 
work, including mitres, .is extreme. 


While engaged in making Iho meas- 


urements preparatory Jo the restora- 
tion, I was struck by u coincidence which 
gradually develop! as the work pro-, 
grossed. It hiia always been a mystery, 
unsolved by investigation, aa to who 
designed Trinity church in Newport. It 
was erected in the year 172-1-26, through 
the Instrumentality of the English So- 
duly for tho Propagation of tho Gospel 
in- foreign Parts. The plans and in- 
structions must have coma from Eng- 
land, as it was not until some years 
later that architects of talent lik.o Peter 
.Harrison, emigrated \a the colonies. 


" There la a legend that'wheii the Eng- 
. lish army took possession of. Newport, 


in. 1177, and desecrated all the places of 
worship.except old/Trinity anil tho Sab- 
batarian church, by using them for rid- 
ing schools and hospitals, the latter edi- 
flra was saved . and ' guarded 
through 
respect for the decalogue and Iho royr.l 
crowrv found within its walls. 
' Tho clock hangs, on tho face of tha 
§al!ery, Iwtween the two central piers, 


acirig the pulpit. It \yas made by Wil- 
liam Claggct; n.celebratcd horologist of 
his day in Newport Thb clock in tho 
tower of Trinity church was also madq 
by him, and many of'tho '(all clocks, 
with sun, njoo.li, stars and signs of tho 
zodiac frequently found in the posses- 
sion of old families, twar this name. 


Tho Dedication oxordsoa were; most 


interesting. Spcochoa'woro msije" by 
Hon. Francis Brinloy, President of tha 
Society, 
Dr. H. K. 'Storer. 
Rev. 


Thatcher Thayer, Hon. 
William P. 


Sheffield, and Hov. Charles Wentlte. A 
choir of vcnorable citizens, who for- 
mcrjy congregated in Mr. Coggeshall's 
cobbler shop on Oak Street, to sing old 
time hymns; sang tho dedication hymn 
"Let children learn the mighty deeds 
which'God performed of old." 
Col. 


Penjamin Marah was the chorister, Mr. 
George H. Wilson played the flute, and 
MX. T. A. Spencer the organ. 


With a homo of its own, a new in- 
terest was awakened in tho Society. 
The building was opened to' the public 
every day; visitors gradually became 
more numerous, and in a few years the 
collections were 
greatly 
enlarged. 


When it Iwcatnc known that pro|ier ar- 
rangements could be made for exhibit- 
ing relics, many friends came forward 
and placed thoir-precipus heirlooms in 
the Society's keeping. 
Interesting 


papers were read at 
the meetings, 


coins and other valuable relics \vero ex 
hibited or given, and the membership 
slowly increased. 


From 1SSO to 1S37, Mr. Tilley and Dr. 


Turner published the 
Newport and 


Rhode Island Historical 
Magazines, 


which, although not under the auspices 
of the Society, were of great assistant 
to it in many ways. 
Manuscripts be- 


longing to its archives were puMishcd. 
also, items concerning its work; and 
many exchanges found their way to the 
Society's collection. 


In 1SS5, the Society adopted a seal,. 


the design to- be tho snme as that used 
by tho Colony in 16-11. This is still in 
D3C. 


The Society now began to broaden its 


work, and tried to use its influence in 
outside affairs which came within its 
scop*. At Iho May meeting, 1SS5, Dr. 
Storer read a part of his history of 
John Clarke, and tho following resolu- 
tion was adopted: 


Resolved: That since John Clarke, 


the founder of Newport and of the civil 
polity of Rhode Island, as yet remains 
without visible sign of honor in the city 
^•hich he created, tho Newport His- 
torical Society hereby requests the city 
government, with such private aid as it 
may procure, to erect a statue or other 
suitable monument to the said Clarke, 
and suggests as an appropriate occasion 
for the same the approaching quarter 
millennial anniversary of Newport's

They taught mo to read 
tho proof of tho historical articles pub- 
lished, and from that time on, they al- 
lowed mo to help in the arrangement of 
tho collections, and sometimes even in 
the copying of manuscripts. I think 1 
felt tho joys and discouragements as 
keenly as they did, and for each indi- 
vidual relic I had ajtnost as great an af- 
fection as theira. 


Onoday Mr. James Eddy Mauran 


presented the Society with a root of 
ivy. originally, from Melroso Abbey, 
which had bceri tho gift of Sir Walter 
Scott to Washington Irving, 'and which 
Mr, Mnuran had received in 1852 from 
Tarrytown. 
Dr. Turner planted tho 


ivy, and we all carefully watched It, 
and I am glad to say it 13 still flourish- 
ing.

made in the building, Mr. George H. 
Richardson, our corresponding secre- 
tary for the last 22 years, hcliied iwith 
his practical knowledge, and through 
all tho yeara his interest has never 
ceased. 
He alone is living now, of the 


littlo group that gathered daily in my. 
father's tiny office in tho old gallery. 


On the evening of May 11,1SSS), tho 


Society celebrated the 26X1 th anniversary 
of tha settlement of Newport, by a 
special meeting, at which the Mayor 
and the City Council were the guests of 
honor. The President, Hon. Francis 
Brinley, presided, and addresses were 
made by Hon. William P. Sheffield, His 
Honor, Mayor Thomas Coggcshall, Uev. 
A. P. Mendez, Dr. Storer and Dr. Tur- 
ner. 


The dcaih of Mr. Brinley, in July, 


was a great loss to the Society, whoso 
members mourned him as a highly val- 
ued friend. 
In suite of his venerable 


age, and loss ot vision, he had been 
constant In his attendance, and faithful 
to all his duties. Dr. Turner succeeded 
him us piesidcnt of the Society. 


In 1SS9. the Newport Natural History 


Society askcu permission to lease the 
land in the rear of our building on which 
to erect a room for their collections, 
and after much discussion the lease was 
signed, to extend twenty-one years, and 
the addition now standing, was erected. 


In lS9i, the Legislature of Rhode Is- 


landI recognized the growing importance 
ot the Historical StKiety by granting us 
a yearly appropriation of $500, and mak- 
ing the Society a depository of certain 
State publications. These so incerased 
the numberof annual accessions that the 
Librarian found it necessary to ask for 
more shelf room. Hon. Daniel B. Fear- 
ing, always our warm friend, generously 
responded to this call, and soon not only 
had we more alcoves, but all our cases 
were fitted wilh glass doors.
